— Among 
Bedford's population of 9,800 there are 
about 900 cases of what is said to be 
genuine smallpox. This alarming con­ 
dition of affairs was discovered Wednes­ 
day, aud up to that time there contin­ 
ued an uninterrupted oomingling of the 
citizens of the town, irrespective of their 
physical condition. 
Dr. W. B. Atkinson of Philadelphia, 
inspector of the state board of health, 
passed through here yesterday on his re­ 
turn home from Bedford, where he spent 
Wednesday in diagnosing the disease 
that prevails. The Bedford physicians 
disagree, some pronouncing it to be 
chickenpox, and others a harmless skin 
disease. Dr. Atkinson, after a thorough 
examination, says it is geunine small­ 
pox. 
He himself counted 180 cases in 
the the town and behoves there are 
folly 200 cases in ab. 
Men, women and children, he de­ 
clared, with smallpox crusts on their 
bodies aud faces, have been traveling 
the streets day and night and visiting 
from house to house, unconscious of the 
true nature of their affliction. 
The 
rapid spread of the disease was due to 
the inabihty of the local physicians to 
diagnose it, not one of the practicing 
physicians of the town ever before hav­ 
ing treated a smallpox case. Drastic 
measures have been taken to prevent 
the contagion from spreading further. 
The whole town is closely quarantined, 
policed aud guarded and heroic measure* 
will be prosecuted to check the plague. 
The danger of the whole central part 
of the state is manifest, as people of 
Bedford, while infected with the dis­ 
ease, have been traveling far and near.

Let as suppose th a t 
Adam had set him self to count a m il 
lion m illion, or, in figures, 1, 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 , 
000,000. We w ill im agine th a t he could 
count three in a second, which, though 
not exactly rapid ciphering, w ill be 
found 
ample, if taken continuously 
Now, if 6,000 years have elapsed since 
the gracious am enities of Eden formed 
the cradle of hum anity, Adam would 
have been working for 189,916,000,000 
seconds and have reached a total of 
667,648,000,000 figures. In other words, 
his task of counting a m illion m illion 
would still have been unaccomplished 
by over four hundred thousand m illions 
digits. 
AU of which goes to prove what? 
There are m any possible conclusions. 
The first is, of course, th a t Professor 
W agstaff is a very ingenious and by no 
means melancholy m athem atician, but 
th a t hardly needed proof. A second de­
